What we 
have is a stenographic report as it was given. He thought it out as he 
rested upon his couch at home, as was his custom in the preparation of 
speeches. Yet it remains a masterpiece! 
To read such a writer as William Hazlitt, or Lamb, or Carlyle, or Em­ 
erson, or Stevenson is to kindle within the mind of any of us who desires 
rn iud-refreshment, an ambition to make our own mind useful as an agent 
of inspiration. 
All great artists are kindlers—of truth, of beauty, of an inward de­ 
sire to rise and to grow in ability, in character, and achievement. 
Shakespeare will live in people’s hearts long after every warrior who 
ever drew the sword is forgotten and crumbled to the dust of an oblivious 
memory! 
Kindlers of hope and faith, in the world at this time, are the only sane 
and safe prophets worthy of a following. They are the kindlers of life 
itself.

At least fifteen persons were killed 
and thirty injured Tuesday night 
when the second section of the In­ 
ternational 
Limited, 
bound 
from 
Chicago to Montreal on the Cana­ 
dian National Railways line, crashed 
into the stationary first section of 
the train. 
The three rear cars of the first 
section*, Hudson said, were badly 
damaged. No one cf the second sec­ 
tion was hurt. 
A passenger on the first section 
said the train pulled into the siding 
about 9:10 and stood there about ten 
minutes before the crash. 
Railway officials said they were 
pressing an inquiry into the cause 
of the disaster. 
At least thirty persons were in­ 
jured. railway employes said 
and 
it was feared there were other bodies 
in the wreckage. 
C asualties on First Section 
Names of the victims were not 
| immediately available. 
The thirty 
injured were brought to a hospital 
here while rescuers sought to extri­ 
cate others hurt in the crash. 
First reports indicated mast of the 
casualties were on the first section. 
The first section was standing on 
the siding when the speeding ex­ 
press crashed into it with a terrific 
impact. 
Two of the rear cars of 
the first section were splintered by 
the impact and a third was derailed. 
A special 
ambulance 
train was 
sent out from Hamilton. One of the 
cars of the wrecked train was left 
standing on its end, poised on the 
brink of a steep cliff with a 150-foot 
drop to the valley below. 
Official Gives Statement
